ANOTHER LONG TROP SPELL BRIGHTENS JUNE PLUS AN UNFORGETABLE DAY OF ES 


After a lull through the second week of June,the DX season got back on track more firmly 
at mid month for some DXers,with Bs leading the way. Still though,the frequency of Es 
appears to run below average,but one of this June's days associated with skip was sone- 
thing else. Following some excellent activity on the 15th, the 18th becane a spectacular 
multi-cloud producer with the openings over a wide reaching variety of paths, many never 
or seldom experienced by individual reporters.For a few 1t was surely the best Es in for 
quite a while. Por your editor, it was the best ever. 


‘This season's hotbed of tr action continues to center in the (K, AR, and TX areas, A 
record burning heatwave, unusual for its earliness and high hunidity,settled in those 
areas shortly after the first day of summer and generated an uncommonly long tr spell. 
‘This time around there were no big long hauls of over 1090 miles, but some loggings were 
most distinguished for their extreme rarity, such as your editor's western SD catches. 


MORB ON THE SUPPOSED BRAZILIAN CATCH....(discussed originally in the May column) 

Another interpreter for Nei! Dickerson‘s nystery tape was Glenn Hauser, who did not quite 
concur with Richard Wood's conclusion. While Glen also finds the Portuguese Brazilian bit 
on the tape very intriguing, he thinks there isn't enough there to conclude that a 
Brazilian station was coming in, He believes it could be possible that Portuguese 
Brazilian 4s broadcasted on FM outside of Brazil, such as Mexico or even the United 

States. Glenn further relates, "Though far from conclusive, I wonder what kind of 
directional antenna was in use? If it was ained out west, it would certainly minimize 
any signal from Brazil. The 1980 WRIVH shows no Brazilians on 89.1, but that can be 
asguned to be woefully incomplete, as they just condescend to list certain Fas which are 
reported as adjuncts of the AM/SW stations they are really interested in, not FM-only 
stations. Checking the globe, I see that Boa Vista is only about 2750 miles from Mary- 
land, so theoretically could make it on double-hop Es, though of course the population 
centers are mich farther to the south, But I'm afraid this 1s only idle speculation 
since, unfortunately, reception was too brief to get anything other than a few words of 
Brazilian Portuguese out of it. You know, it might even turn out that it was Guadala~ 
Jara playing the Portuguese iten!” 


Incidently, Glenn believes that the Porteguese bits actually rose over KMUW of Wichita, 
KS with their regularly scheduled 5130 pm Spanish progran( "Tex-Mex" type) in progress and 
not a Mexican station originally assumed. So DXers getting the Kansas area and hearing 
Spanish on 69.1 and wondering "what the heck” should be sure to take note of the time.

at's the best type of antonna for UHF TV DXing?" 


: For serfous UIP TV DXing, you've cot to have a parabolic dish. As the 
scomer to TV DXing soon finds out, they are the most expensive type of 
UuF antonna, the hardest to locate at a dealer or warehouse, the most 
difficult to install, and the most likely to be damaged by severe weathor. 
Despite these drawbacks, they are well worth the trouble they prosent, be- 


cause taey will outperform any other type of antenna available to the

say about the differences: 


The gain of a 5! Pinco is about 2.5 to 3 db less than 
a7! Pinco. Parabolic cain 1s about proportional to 
dish area. A 7! dish haa about 38 feet of mouth area, 
whereas a 5‘ dish has about 19 feet of area. The twice 
as large 7-footer. produces fron 17 to 21 db gain as 
opposed to Uy} to 18 db gain for the 5-footer. 


Expect the front lobe on a 5-footer to be 30% wider 
than on a 7-foot dish. The overall pattern of the 5- 
footer may not be as "cloan” due to poorer focusing or 
less effective feed antenna. 


What this moans to the "eye" 1s that local reception 
won't soem affected mich. However, since the capture 
area of a 5-footer is only $ that of a 7-footer, daily 
scatter results would be noticeable. If 200 mile scatter 
is just barely there on the 5-footer, the 7-footer 
shold produce more sync-in stability and almost con- 
stant 3: «Range should be extended by 50 miles, all 
things (terrain, station power, antenna height, etc.)
